YCUR GARDIN IN MARCH 


Most plants start actively growing around the middle of March in this area 
although frost, cold winds and even snow are still possible, so any plants 
put cutdoors may need some protection, 


@ As the weather warms up lawns can be sown or reseeded in worn places and 
a spring fertiliser can be applied. Selective weedkillers shovk not be used 
until the grass is growing strongly, but worms can be controlled with 
special procucts. 


Roses should be pruned towards the end of the month and all frost damaged 
wood removed. 


Trees and shrubs can be planted in fine weather and will benefit from a small 
quantity of bonemcel mixed in the bottom of the plenting hole. This is a slow 
acting fertiliser. Established trees and shrubs will benefit from a top 
dressing of manure, peat or compost and fertiliser can be raked into the 

soil all around the garden. 


Remember to dehead daffodils as the flowers finish, and crowded clumps of 
snowdrops are best divided and moved soon after flowering. Any broken 

or dead branches on shrubs should be cut away, and established hedges can 
be pruned too. 


@ Feed houseplants to promote growth and flowering, anc now is.a good time 
to repot plants. Moct seeds-can be started into growth indoors and potted 


up cs they grow on.
